Tbo interior of tho Maiulancl of Brit- 
ish Columbia in especially adapted to 
the production of In-o-stock. The mag- 
nificent bunch-grasa prairies that po8- 
eess properties bo favorable to animal 

' life in Oregon extend across the boun- 
dary line and reach far into tho in- 
terior of our Province. Tho conditions 
of climate are also moal favorable for 
the production of largo herds, which 
roam on the pasture -ranges all winter 

• long without requiring that shelter 
-whioh ia indespensBblo in Canada and 
the States lying east of the Eocky 
Mountains. The percentage of loss 
a libeipg yery Hght, the stockraiser . who 
•' begins his pastoral life with a few 
' dozen head in tho course of a few 
years counte liis flock by tho hun- 

. dredfl.- At this time, the interior is 
Buffering from a plethora of live stock 
which has increased and multiplied at 
a rate faster than they are required 
for local consumption. Everyone must 
know that the door of tho Victoria 
market may be said to be hermetically 
sealed against British Columbia beef, 
-which can scarcely be moved to the 
seaboard at a profit,(for want of cheap 
means of transportation) to compete 
- -with stock imported from the American 
side. This state of affairs is very dis- 
couraging and injurious to the Pro 
vince as a whole, because the money 
that ought to be kept in circulation in 
• tho Province is sent abroad to enrich 
a foreign people. The protection 
and encouragement of its own 
producers should bo tho first 
care of every State, and wherever 
there exists a leak or a drain through 
whioh money is goiug abroad to buy 
what can be produced here there ought 
to be a statute ready to thrust into tho 
gap and stop the flow. Amongst the 
Mainland members of tho Houso of 
Assembly are five gentlemen who are 
either themselves stockraisera or who 
represent stockraising districts. Dur- 
ing the recent session Mr. Mara in- 
troduced a Bill to amend the Licenses 
Ordinance, 18G7, which had for its ob- 
ject the proteotion of the home produ- 
cer against the rninous competition of 
the foreign cattle drover^ To ^ve^e. 

, reader a clear idea of what was f>ro-^ 
posed we furnish the Bill in its en 
tirety : 

1. In nddition to tha sums required to 
be paid by way of liceuHo us inentionod in 
Hub-KL'ciion 4 of tho Sclioilula A of tho 
"Licfiuct'd Ordinauce, 18(37," then; sliull 

. be paid by every peraon foUowiDg the 
oalling of cattle drover in the Province, 
rforBU;0attl4 or hor«es imported, driven 
or brought into the ' Province, tno sums 
following, that is to say:— 

For 10 lid of cuttle iind under . . § 50 
• Over 10 hd, and under 60 hd. . 250 
Over 50 hd.and under 100 hd . . 500 

Over 100 hd 1,000 

For 10 !)d of horHPs nnd under. 50 
Over 10 lid, and iindur 50 hd. . 250 
Over 50 lid.uud under 100 hd . . 500 

Over 100 hd 1,000 

Provided that this section shaU be con- 
strued to apply only to jiersons ongaged 
iu tho bubinosB of iniiiortiiiK cattle or 
horses otiior than "brooding Htock," nnd 
Hhall not iijjply to stock imported by fur- 
juors for thuir own use. 

2. Tho word "drover" in thlK Act Hhall 
extend to and include every (jwner of, or 
person in charge of, eiitllo or horspii im- 
l)ortod, driven or brought into tho Pro- 
vince. 

Tho hon. mover produced .stati.stics 
to bLow that cattle crossing tho soulli- 
ern boundary wcro greatly undervalu- 
ed, and that by undervaluation the 
Canadian ad valorem customs duty of 
10 per cent, on live stock was all but 
evaded. It was tihown that as late as 
December cth,lH75,tiioro wore brought 
across the boundary line horses valued 
by their, owners at $5 per head that 
paid 50 oents duty each; and others 
valued at $5 60 per bead that paid 55 
cents each. By the following statis- 
tics it was revealed bow the duty on 
beef was practically evaded:

Every figure was a iBlind|dng %gu- 
ment and caused even the moat ' un- 
compromising freeholder to c(|>iifeeB 
that the advalorem mode of , imposing 
a duty on live stock was a failure. 
MeSBrs. Vernon, Morrison, W. Brown, 
and Smith from the Mainland, and 
all the representatives of Island agri- 
•i cultural districts, supported'" the me'a- 
' Buro; but it was pointed out by a legal 
member that its passage would ho un- 
ooD8titatioQa};M it partook df thona- 



turo of a customs duty, or, at least, of 
an exceptional tax, it would be sure to 
bn disallowed by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. The mover, therefore, re- 
luctantly withdrew the Bill and sub- 
stitated another providing for the 
iuipositionof a tax or liconso on drovers 
and others bringing in -foreign cattle 
of tflro hundred dollars. This license 
ia a step — a short one — iu the right 
direction, nnd uuiy have tho eft'ect of 
slightly chocking the evil effects of a 
trade that is free on one side of the 
lino only, and that side ours. 

But the most remarkable circum- 
stance developed during the debate 
was tho startling fact that cattle cross- 
ing tho southern boundary are 
habitually undervalued. Whoever 
bougbtt an American horse, ., sound in 
wind'an'd limb;' for $5 or $5.50 ? All 
the world would own a horse at that 
rate! Whoever bought yearlin^'^f heifers 
for ?5.50 or $G ? 2 year olds for ?9 or 
?12? 3 year olds for §12 ? or I yeuf 
old.4 for $1-1: ? No doubt, uiany 
of tho horses entered at $6 have since 
been sold at figures from ten to twenty 
times in oxcoss of the customhouse 
valuation; and wo daresay that the 
cattle easily fetched a much higher 
price than that at which they were en- 
tered. At this port under-valuation is 
chocked by the Collector, who is over 
vigilant in bis efforts to guard against 
'ofis to the revenue and injury to the 
local producer. The Hystom of valua- 
tion here should be extended to tho 
Mainland; but the true remedy woukt 
be found to lie in a duty of, say, •? ) 
per head on horses and cattle and an 
advalorem duty of at least Ilftoou per 
cent, on their value until speedier and 
cheaper means of transportation from 
interior to coast shall have bee:i pro- 
vided. All the British Columbia 
stockraiser demands is a fair start in 
tho race; but with the present rate of 
duty and slow mode of locomotion we 
cannot hope to compete with cattle 
from abroad whioh are brought from 
their pastures to our best niarket by 
rail and steamer. - • 



Tiie Cemetery. 

Even the Opposition must have felt 
disgusted with the tone of the loading 
article in yesterday's "Standard" on 
the Cemetery. One would think that 
in dealing with so grave a subject our 
contemporary would at least try to be 
truthful and temperate. Yesterday's 
production is on a par with tho attacks 
that made the "Standard" infamous 
during the election, Mr. Elliott is 
accused of fencing with the Cemetery 
matter iu a dishonest manner, and of 
issuing letters patent for the Westmin- 
ster Cemetery while ho deuouneod the 
principle of such transactions iu tbe 
Houso. The fact is that Mr. Elliott, 
while favoring the repeal of the Ceme 
teiy"Ordinai*ice, could only deal with 
the matter as it came before him in a 
strictly legal manner. A ruler is often 
forced to do things that are repugnant 
to his feelings because the law says he 
must, or because to denj' one set of 
people a privilege that had been grant- 
ed to another act by his predecessor 
would be to act in a sectional and par- 
tial spirit. A Judge, for instance, 
would feel sorry to order the public 
execulioner to administer a round doz- 
en to a pajjer like tho S/undrird for fib- 
bing; hut he wonld not Bliriuk from tlie 
diKuhargo of his duty, uuvortlieioss. Bui 
tUo inoHt d isgiinoful poi-ti'jii of our con- 
temporary's article is where ho says tljiit 
"Dr. Ash, nol believiug" the Piemier, 
placed another question on the noticc-]jii- 
per, etc. We venture to say that 
Dr. Ash will repndiato the iis.ser- 
tiou that ho did .Tot believo tho Premier. 
Morn: that ho will my fliiit the nao of his 
uiuiio in such a di.sre]nituble manner woa 
eniirely iinanthorizod, ana that it reflects 
discredit upon him and not upon tho Pro 
mior.

This, 
Mr. Swinburne did, hurling down hats 
from the racks by dozens, jumping 
upon thorn with his foot, kicking them 
about tho hall, and working gonoriil 
destruction upoq all tlio hats present. 
For this neat and becoming demon- 
stration of poetic fervor Mr.Swinburno 
was expelled from the club, and has 
since received the cold shoulder of 
British society. It is thus seen how 
much higher the British public re- 
gards its head-gear than it does its 
morals. An insult to the former was 
instantly resented, but a segues of in- 
sults to the latter -went unpunished.

The foUowing is an authentic account 
of the terrible and stirring events in 
Hayti as given by Mr. J. HenV^liauivf^ 

merchant of New York, who has just 
returned from Hayti and was an eye- 
witness to most of tho tragedies so 
lately enacted there. He says: — 

For soiuo time past the .(government 
was very unpopular with the masses 
owing CO tho arbitrary conduct of Vice- 
President Ramoau. The President, 
an old nnd feeble man, delegated 
nearly all the power to be Vice-Presi- 
dent. The latter ruled the people 
with a rod of iron, and the slightest 
expression by any of the inhabitants 
of dissatisfaction was the signal for 
either imprisonmsnt or death. The 
dungeons of Port au Prince wore full 
of prisoners who had dared to say 
something which had displeased Ram- 
oau, and GAecutions were of daily oc- 
currence. Tho debts of the Govern- 
ment wero also accuoiulating rapidly 
and llio people ground down with tax- 
es and levies for money. On Good 
Friday, April 14th, the popular storm 
commenced to assume formidable pro 
portions. Tho troops deserted and 
joined with tho populace, and a hasty 
council of the President, VicB-Presi- 
dent, and officers was hold ail Ihrongh 
tho night at tho palace. Tho result 
was that Vice-President Bameau early 
the following morning procured a 
schooner and was aboat transferring 
th' coutonts 01 Lb'j treasury on board 
her to bo taken toGonaaves, when the 
storm burst aud the whole people flow- 
to arms. Rameau tiastily retreated to 
the palace, where the President also 
was. By this time even the palace 
guards had joined tho people, and the 
coudiliou of Douiingue and Rameau 
was very precarious. Tho American 
Consul, Mr. Basset, and the British 
Consul, Major Stewart, were commun- 
icated with, and repaired to the palace 
to try and prevent blood being shed. 
They clearly demonstrated to tbo 
Piosident that his government was at 
an oud, and thut be should at once 
take measures to leave tbe country and 
conciliate the now furious revolution- 
ists or a massacre would ensue. 

At this time, about two o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon, 15tb of April, the 
revolutionary army, fully 8,000 strong, 
under command of General Larquet, 
was about thirty-five miles from Port- 
au-Prince. The President proposed 
that the American aud British Consuls 
should go and meet tho advancing 
army aud propose an armistice of 
twenty-four houru, and that he would 
resign at tho end of that time. They 
carried the proposal to General Lar- 
quet, and he agreed to tho armistice, 
He thon left his army where it was, 
with orders to come on by easy march- 
es, and, with two of his ofticers, rode 
rapidly to Port-au-Prince. He ar- 
rived in the city early on Sunday 
morning and found the mob perfectly 
wild and furious. Everything was 
confusion, and there was no one to 
restrain the bloodthirsty passions of 
the people, now thoroughly aroused. 
They charged General Larquet with 
having designs on the Presidency 
himself, and with a fierce yell of rage, 
and with all the frenzy which actuated 
tho Communists to such deeds of vio- 
lence nnd blood in Paris, they sur- 
rounded his house. The doors were 
soon battered in, and a search made 
for the General. They discovered 
him hid away in a closet, and in a few 
moments he was a corpse. They flung 
his body into the streets and danced 
over It and barbarously mutilated it. 

General Larquet did not sell his life 
dearly, as he had only a single-bar- 
relled pistol, with which he killed one 
of his assassins. 

Tho cry was then raised to sock the 
palace, but the French Consul and 
Spanish Consul reasoned with the mob 
aud quieted them a little. Then the 
two Consuls went to the palace and 
offered President Dominigue and his 
wife the protection of the Consulate 
building. Iho now thoroughly fright- 
ened heads of the Government will- 
ingly accepted the profFerod assistance, 
and tbe whole party, with tho French 
Consul on one side and tho Spanish 
Consul on the other, started to walk 
to tho French Consulate. The rovo- 
lutioiiists mot them in tho stroota aud 
followed them, their passions every 
moment waxing fiercer. Suddenly 
they became ungovernable, and the 
son of Montplaiser Pierre, rushing up 
to Vice-President Bameau, shot him 
dead on the spot. 

Fortunately for the party they were 
near the Consulate, and were soon 
within its friendly shelter. Several 
other shots were fired by the mob at 
them, and President Dominigue re- 
ceived a terrible wound in the thigh, 
which may terminate fatally, as ho is 
an old anil feeble man. 

Tho body of tho Vice Prosidont was 
kicked about tho streets of the city 
for two days and mutilated beyond all 
rccoguition, after which it was thrown 
into a hole outside tho city and cov- 
ered up with stones. All tho other 
Ministers of tbe Qovernment, or any 
one who held office under Dominigue, 
took refuge speedily in tbo Consulate 
buildings, and wore left unmolested. 
After being two days guarded in tho 
French (Jonsulato tho depoBod Presi- 
dent got on a schooner, and was taken 
to St. Thomas, where be now is. A 
military provisional oommittee was 
then organized with General Canal at 
its head, and partial order was re- 
stored. The poj)ular vengeance ap- 
peared to bo satiHlied by tlio asflassin- 
ation of the Vice-President aud Gen- 
oral Lo.rquet,and tho^gbtof President 
Dominigue.

change, at (!liaring (Jross and tho town 
hall, Brentford. On tho following day 
tlio imperial iinnouncoment was mado at 
Edinburgh Cross. The Scotoh ceremony 
was most pictnresque, and was condaetea 
hy th« heralds, pursuivants, and the 
Queen's trumpeter for Scotland, Duke of 
Albany, (His Royal Highness Dako of 
Ivlinbu rgh ) , who rpnd the proclnination , 
whii^h was responded tu hy tho Marcjuis 
of Bute us pursuivant. ThouBanda of the 
Scotch nobility attended, with their suites 
and equipages. The gorgeojis uniforms 
of the military and the rich attire of the 
Indies united in forming one of tho most 
interesting spoclaolos. Thy hernlds wore 
the regular insignia of thoir ofllco, and 
the iinrsuivants oarriod tln^ maeound oth- 
er embloniH of ancient aulhority. A de- 
tachment of tho Soventy-ninth Highland- 
ers, ono of the finest Scotoh rogimente of 
the liuo, formed the guard of honor, hav- 
ing a full band at its heitd, every ono 
dressed in kilt and long tanio.

be granted leave of absence. 



PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 



New Yoek, IVIny 11. — Tho Plymouth 
Church Committee to investigate the 
charges of S. V.White against Bovren, 
reported, at a special meeting last 
night, that he was guilty of equivoca- 
tion, falsehood, making false and mal- 
icious charges, and refusing to answer 
viuostions put by tho church; and they 
rocommeud tluit the church inHict the 
severest penalty named in its rulo of 
censure. Mr. Tilnoy, Clerk of Ply- 
mouth Church, thou ofl'erod a pream- 
ble aud rosoliitioti, reciting:— "That 
by the finding of the Committee it ap- 
pears that the said Bowen has been 
guilty of violation of the covenant of 
this Church, of unchristian, disrepu- 
table, and disbononiblo conduct, by 
equivocation nnd slander, and it is 
tiioreforo resolved that the said Bowen 
be aud ho is hereby excummuuioated 
and cast out from the fellowship of 
this Church." This was seoonded.and 
a hot discussion followed, in which 
Beecher and Bowen both participated. 
In its jirogross Beecbor said: — "I am 
cliar^rcd with a heinous crime" — -but 
before ho could finish tho sentoaco he 
was interrupted by Dr. Ward, who 
said, "and aro guilty of it." Imme- 
diately several members sprang to 
their feet and attempted to reach Dr. 
Ward. CrioB of "Shaine on you," 
"Shame on you," "Put him oat,"were 
board all over the room. Deacon 
Howard at once moved that D . Ward 
be called on to retract tho words bo 
had spokou, or bo requested to leave 
the floor. Thi.s iiKdion was carried, 
and Dr. Ward, after stating that he 
was unwilling to withdraw this asser- 
tion, retired. As he was leaving, sev- 
eral arope, and many prominent mem- 
bers hurled after him the words, "Get 
out," "Get out," "Shame ou you." 
After Dr. Warii had retired, Beecher 
continued his remarks, and was an- 
swered in return by Bowen. The re- 
solution to expel Bowen, at last was, 
after after a gioat deal of disorder and 
confusion, tabled. On motion of S. V. 
White, the oiler of Bowen to meet 
Beecher and Rev. Dr. ^Villiara M. 
Taylor, and tell all he know con- 
cerning Beecher, was accepted, with 
tho understanding that Taylor be 
pledged to secre.sy, which understand- 
w.TS nccoptod by tho cliuroh, only 
because that was the only ground 
upon which Bowen would accept the 
proposition. Tho meeting then ad- 
journed to tho 25th inst.

I observed ono mode of Chinese capital 
puninhment known as the -"cage." The 

"oas{e"wa3 between two and three feet 
Bquaro and over sixty foot high. Nour 
th(i bottom was a elosa floor of nlank. 
The four sides were open work of j)laiik 
palingH. Tlio planks composing tlio cover 
wero made to tit around a man's nock, 
oloso oiiough to hang him, but not eloso 
enough to utrangle hun, The condoinncd 
man was put into this cage, his head pro- 
jecting above, the cover fitting around his 
neck, aud iiudor his feet a number of 
bricks, ono above the other, just enough 
to enable him to stand on tiptoe. When 
this position, from wcarinots, became un- 
endurable, his only relief was to hang by 
his neck. The design is to make a maa 
suffer as much as pos.ailde but not to kill 
him too quickly. Uiually, after a crim- 
inal has boon standing thin for a day or 
so ono of tho bricks is i-emoved, ami thou 
another, until ho hangs by his neck alto- 
gether. It iri said that a strong man ordi- 
narily will endure this torture several 
days boforo life booomos extinct. On tha 
nrosont occasion death waS'^iaslened mora 
(juicddy. Tho man was put into tho cnga 
on Sunday afieruocjn, I bolievo, about 1 
o'clock. I heard of it on Mon.lay 
morning, find went over to Annoy 
about two o'cloidc in the iiftornoon, 
to see hiin. lie had then boon dead 
S'lmo time. The guard said that he died 
j list before day ligbt ; that he wai con-

English Mail. 

Lord Lytton had a curious experi- 
ence boforo leaving London for India, 
The last Loudon "Spectator" relates 
that he .^ras invited to dinner at a club 
of which- he wais not a member, by an- 
other distinguished person who was. 
Tho diplomati.st and author accepted 
the invitation, and a numerous com 
pany vtaa asked to meet him, all mem- 
bers of the club in question. On the 
appointed day, by some ohanco, the 
guest was late, so that tho company 
were waiting for him, and ou his ar- 
rival all immediately wore proceeding 
to table when the head waiter inter- 
fered, said tibat the chief guest was not 
a memher of the club,and must there- 
fore withdraw. In vain the host ex- 
postulated and stormed; in vain the 
other guests grew argumentative and 
indignant; rule and regulations were 
triumphant, and the whole party had 
to adjourn to some more hospitable 
place. 

At the Cullompton Sessions, iu Eng- 
land, the other day, a boy named 
Prodorick Bolsom, aged twelve, was 
charged with stealing a cheque. He 
was sent by his employer, Mr. Drew, 
paper manufacturer, Bradninch, with 
a letter to tho railway station. On the 
wa}' he opened it, and, seeing that it 
contained a cheque for .C30, wont with 
it to a cousin at Exeter to got it cash- 
ed. The latter, however, communi- 
cated with the boy's fatiaer, and ho 
was subsequently arrested. On Sun- 
day ho wrote tho following on tho pri- 
son slate: —"Well, boy, you arech.'M-g- 
od with stealing a cheque; are you 
guilty or not guilty?" "Guilty." 
"Why did you take it?" "I did not 
know what I was about; please to for- 
give me, and I will never do it again." 
"You are a bad boy; go to gaol for 
fourtoon days, have fourteen stripes, 
and bo sent to a iioformatory for five 
years. Hope you will be abetter boy." 
"Thank you, sir." This was the ac- 
tual sentence passed, saving the stri- 
pes. 

The oilicial doclarafion of the poll 
for North Norfolk shows that 2,302 
votes had been recorded for Colonel 
Dufl", the Conservative candidate, and 
and 2,192 for Sir Thomas FowoU Bux- 
ton, thus giving the Conservatives a 
majority of 110. There had been no 
contest in tho division since 1.SG8. 

Tho French Revenue Returns just 
published disclose a state of high fi- 
nancial prosperity, the estimated re- 
ceipts having been exceeded in the 
first three months of the present year 
by more than a million and a quarter 
sterling. Tho increase is spread over 
nearly all the departments of revenue. 
There was an excess of 29,808,0001. in 
the receipts from indirect taxes, of 
which 15,000,500f. was due to Cus- 
toms dnlies on sundry articles of mer- 
chandise; and a net increase of 15,- 
0UO,yOOf., apart from that under Cus- 
toms. The Paris "octroi" also pre- 
sents an increase of receipts, a sign 
that the working classes aro busy, 
some of tho best-informed Paris jour- 
nals are prediotiug a revenue of fifty 
or sixty million franca in excess of the 
Estimates upon the year,and the fore- 
cast is not unreasonable.

It may be interesting to know 
that the- name 'Emperor's Qate' has 
been given to a new block of houses 
in the Gloucester road." 

The 'Times' states, and the 'Globe' 
flatly denies, thet tho ex-Colonel 
Bilker's health is so soriously impaired 
by his iniprisonuieut that his life is 
despaired of. Tho 'Globe' says he'^is 
only "slightly indisposed." 

Commander Lawrence Willau, on 
the retired list of the Royal navy, has 
been selected by the Japanese Qov- 
ornment for tho command of a train- 
ing-ahip. Commander Willan obtain- 
ed his oommission as Lieutenant in 
March, X865, and retired with the 
rank of Commander in October, 1873. 

Lieutenant Ertol, of tho Austrian 
army, who sold official docuraontH to 
the nmbassudor of a foreign Govern- 
mout, has boeu tried as a spy and con- 
demned to dismissal from tho servioo, 
loss of nobilitj', and ton years' impris- 
onment, with one day's fasting every 
month. 

A mail and woman have been appro- 
bonded at Loysmill Station, about fivo 
miles from Arbroath, on a cbargo of 
throwing their child from a railway 
train, 'i'he couple were travelling 
from Dundee' to Montrose, and when 
betwooq Colliston and Leysmill, about 
half past six, thoy, it is said, throw 
tbeir oliild, about two years of age, 
out of the carriage window. The train 
was running at almost full speed at 
the time, but, fortunately, tho child 
fell among gravel, and waa not very 
seriouslv injured, 'riio railwa.V ofli- 
ciala delainod tho parents and aout for 
a constable, \vho took tboni in oliargo. 
It is said tho father threatened to re- 
peat the diabolical act, It is also said 
that the prisoners were under the in- 
fluence of drink. 

In the House of CommonB, in roply 
to Sir T. Lftwvonoo, who asked the 
SocrotavY of State for tho Homo De- 
paytmonl whether his attention had 
boon called to tho Rystomatio poison-

The jury 
returned a verdict for tho plaintiff- 
damages, £AQ. Plaintiff said he 
should give the money to some ohar- 
ity. 

The 'Globe' says pauperism ia so 
far declined in some parts of England 
that boards of guardians aro taking in- 
to consideration the desirability o( 
amalgamating unions in order to a- 
void some of the establishment char- 
ges-

TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OP A 
SHIP-WRECKED CREW. 

Halifax, May 8.— Gloucester 
schooner Vanilla arrived to-day from 
Sable Island with the captain and crow 
of tho New York ship Neptune, re- 
cently wrecked at tho Island. The 
captain reports variable weather ex- 
perienced up to the evening of the 
12th of April, whou iu a dense fog the 
^hip went asbore. A heavy sea was 
unning and the ship commenced rol- 
ling very much, soon after striking, 
n throe hours she was full of water. 
L'wo boats were thon launched with 
provisions and nautical instruments, 
but thoy stovo alongside as soon as 
they reached water. Three other 
boats wero got out, the mate in charge 
of one, tho second mate iu another 
and tho captain taking tho third, the 
crew being equally divided among 
them, and the captain's wife and four 
children being in his boat. They re- 
mained closo by the vossol till day- 
light, when tho mates' boats were 
beached. The captain endeavored to 
pull round to the north side of the Is- 
land for better landing, but was driv- 
en to sea. 

For three days and nights they drif- 
ted about, having no nourishment but 
a piece of raw ham and a littlo water. 
They also suffered from the cold wea- 
ther, and it is remarkable that tho 
children lived through. Tho youngest 
is nine months old, and the eldest sev- 
en years. In the forentrt)n of' the fourth 
day the boat reached the north side 
of the Island, and a landing was effec- 
ted. All hands wors still' and sore 
from osposuro. Thoy crawled along 
tho sand, carrying the children with 
them, for seven miles, when they came 
in sight of a lighthouse. Messengers 
were despatched to the lighthouse 
keeper, who at onco sent on an ox 
cart and tho party was convoyed to the 
lighthouse, but before the team arriv- 
ed a sailor named A. Bonnet died on 
tho sanii from exposure. 

The captain speaks well of tho treat- 
ment he received on the Island, but 
provisions uro scarce, no communica- 
tion being had there with tho outside 
world for five months. The Governor 
ot the Island chartered the schooner 
Vanilla to bring the shij)wre.oked peo- 
ple here. Nothing was .saved from 
tho Neptune.

DELAYED jnSPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Nay 23.— A Paris corres- 
pondent telegraphs that England has 
communicated to the foreign ropro 
rentatives at London tho text of her 
reply declining to agree to the conclu- 
sions of the Berlin conference. The 
points to which England principally ob- 
ject sisthe decision of tho threePowers, 
that in case their friendly intervention 
should not effect a pacification, the 
SIX Powers, unitedly, would have to 
oonsider other and more oflicacioua 
measures. England thinks this de- 
claration contains a principle of armed 
intervention, and is a menace to the 
liberty and independence of Turkey. 
It is stated that negotiations have 
already boon commenced for tho modi- 
fication of tbis declaration, so as to 
induce England to sign the proposals 
of the. conference.
